16.—In a d ramatic 
statem en t I. H. McMichael, d ismissed 
chief page of the hou se of represen ­ 
tatives, presen ted to the hou se lobby 
in vestigatin g committee a sweepin g 
charge of corru ption again st Repre­ 
sen tative James E. McDermott of Illi­ 
n ois, for years his six msor. 
With 
in ten se 
earn estn ess 
McMi­ 
chael, in pictu resqu e lan gu age, cor­ 
roborated the allegation s of M. M. 
Mu lhall again st McDermott an d mad e 
ad d ition al charges, at times shockin g 
the committee an d spectators with 
ou tbu rsts of profan ity an d slan g. 
The witn ess protested that for years 
he had ex erted every effort to su pport 
McDermott, had loan ed him mon ey, | 
had helped him in his campaign . Now, ; 
he said , McDermott had thrown him 
d own an d he felt that he mu st tell 
the tru th. 
In ad d ition to the charges alread y 
mad e McMichael swore that the Chi­ 
cago represen tative told him that he 
received $7,500 ou t of a fu n d of $1(>,- 
000 raised 
by 
the pawn brokers of 
W ashin gton to oppose a bill passed 
in the last con gress regu latin g in ter­ 
est rates in the District of Colu mbia. 


Asked to Conceal Facts. 
Con clu d in g his testimon y McMichael 
testified that McDermott, sin ce the 
Mu ihall ex pose, had en d eavored to 
get him to con ceal McDermott’s part 
In the tran saction s. 
“I met McDermott in the hall of this 
office bu ild in g,” McMichael said , his 
voice u n stead y with emotion , "an d he 
said ‘Mv Cod , I’m a ru in ed man ! What 
am I goin g to d o? 
Do you su ppose 
an ybod y will believe this old gu y?’ 
"I said to him ’I've worked hard for 
you for six years, hard er than I ever 
worked for an y man . 
1 tried to ele­ 
vate you an d help you to a big posi­ 
tion .’

"He said ‘You ’ve got n othin g to 
lose, you d on ’t live with you r wife.
